Is Acquitted Of 


•Killing Doctor 


Cheers Greet Verdict 
In Packed Courtroom 


Lacrosse, Wis., Dec IO (/P.) — 
Wild 
cheering 
from 
a 
packed 
courtroom greeted a ju ry ’s verdict 
last night acquitting Arnold L ar­ 
son, 35-year-old auto salesman, of 
slaying the Larson family physi­ 
c i a n . 
Larson, beaming as the verdict 
was read, ran forward and thank ­ 
ed the jurors, ll men and one wo­ 
man. The jury, which had a choice 
of two verdicts—guilty of first de­ 
gree m urder or acquittal—deliber­ 
ated five hours and IO minutes. 
The 
crowd 
applauded 
and 
screamed w hen the 
verdict 
was 
announced shortly 
before 
mid- 
i ight. Circuit 
Judge 
Ronald 
J. 
Steinle, who had warned against 
_ any demonstration, pounded with 
his gavel. 
Larson was tried on a charge of 
first degree m urder in the Nov. 
14. 947 slaying of Dr. James Me­ 
ek.cone, prom inent Lacrosse phy­ 
sician. 
Larson, grinning happily, told a 
reporter: “The 
first 
thing 
I’m 
going to do is to go and see m y 
daughter.” Larson’s five-year old 
daughter has been living with his 
estranged wife, Nola, who testi- 
m lied against him during the trial. 
Larson was arrested 
at M inne­ 
apolis last October and 
charged 
with fatally shooting Dr. McLoone 
on a highw ay near Lacrosse. Mc- 
I.oone w as 
the 
physician 
who 
treated Larson’s tw o-year-old son, 
Jimmy, w hen the boy 
died 
of a 
bowel obstruction in 1944. 
The state claimed Larson brood­ 
ed over the boy’s death and 
this 
provided the motive for slaying. 
Larson’s pretty brunette 
wife 
I testified her 
husband 
confessed 
We slaying to her last August. She 
a 1 o testified Larson the day of his 
son’s funeral, had threatened to 
kl1! McLoone. 
Larson denied all of his wife's 
accusation.

Thomas was convicted of pad­ 
ding his office payroll with non­ 
working employes and 
co’tecting 
for himself more than $8,000. 
Thomas has resigned from Con­ 
gress effective Jan u ary 2.

his sentencing yesterday, his wife, 
though inexperienced 
in politics, 
announced 
she would seek 
the 
nomination in the special election 
to be held in New Jersey to name 
his successor. 
Thomas will be eligible to apply 
for parole next Ju n e provided he 
pays the $10,000 fine imposed in 
addition to his prison sentence. 
His pay as a congressman 
be­ 
tween now and Ja n u a ry 2. the ef­ 
fective date of his resignation will 
bring him som ewhat

r p H E Escanaba ice revue has b.en pro- 
•* 
duced in past years w ith a cast of sev­ 
eral hundred your; tors but the 1950 re ­ 
vue will be re g rid e d to about IOO persons. 
The first reaction is that the change might 
serve to discourage a num ber of young­ 
sters who may be interested 
in 
figure 
skating. In reality the reduction in the sire 
cf *he cast may stim ulate figure skating 
because more instructions will be provided 
at neighborhood rinks. F urther, the skaters 
chosen for the cast will feel a sense of 
pri ie in attaining an objective. 
The real reason, of course, for the change 
is to provide more time to concentrate u p ­ 
on the instruction of the participants. 
It 
has been all but impossible for the revue 
director to properly train 300 to 400 young­ 
sters in the two months available for re ­ 
hearsals before the show is presented to 
the public. Another obvious reason is the 
necessity of reducing the outlay for cos­ 
tuming. 
Neighborhood rink ice revues are being 
planned to meet the needs of youngsters 
who fail to be chosen for the indoor show. 
Competent instructors wall be assigned to 
these rinks, with the result that although 
fewer children will get an opportunity to 
appear in the big revue, m ore yuongstcrs 
will get better training In figure skating. 


Hi^h Court Bans 
Special Prosecutors 
/THIE suprem e court's decision that Kim 
Sigler, former governor, cannot serve 
as special prosecutor in the Ivan Johnston 
bribery case in Macomb county may have 
some political repercussions but the deci­ 
sion places a responsibility upon duly elect­ 
ed county prosecutors that might not oth­ 
erwise exist. 
The court held that a special prosecutor 
could not be appointed in this case because 
the county prosecutor, Fred Nicholson, was 
net unable to perform his duties but was 
merely reluctant to do so. The court con­ 
ceded that special prosecutors may be ap­ 
pointed in cases where the county prosecu­ 
tor is unable to serve, but held that this 
did not apply in the Macomb county case. 
Attorney General Stephen Poth will take 
over the job of special prosecutor in the 
Macomb case. acting under authority of a 
state law that permits the attorney general 
to intervene in local court cases. 
The court’s decision is more important 
from the standpoint of the general policy 
that it creates than it is in the Macomb 
case individually. It requires court prose­ 
cutors to accept responsibilities for which 
they w ere elected by preventing appoint­ 
ment of special prosecutors in cases which 
tile county prosecutors may like to duck. 
The rice” 
*i ak o serves to prevent an 
additional financial burden upon counties 
that would otherwise be required to pay 
the cost of special prosecutors in addition 
to the cost of maintaining the prosecuting 
attorney’s office.

Therefore, he says, the money m ust corno 
from legislative appropriation. 
Ho also is opnosed to a “ fair w eath er” 
dock on the present causeway on the St. 
Ignace side. He points out that high winds 
occur “on an average of 50 or more times 
a year during navigation season” and that 
it would bo unsafe to use an unprotected 
dock during those periods. 
Ziegler would build a new dock at St. 
Ignace on the old f u r n a c e dock ? de which 
would reduce the length of the ferry run 
about a mile and a q u arte r each way. Ile 
also points out adjustm ents at the M ack­ 
inaw’ City dorks are necessary before the 
new boat (now on order) is put into serv­ 
ice. This boat will carry 50 per cent more 
vehicles and will be too wide for the slips 
at either dock at present. 
o ----- 
As for Charlie Ziegler, he lacks im agina­ 
tion and W’ill NEVER build a bridge, tu n ­ 
nel or probably never shorten the route. 
A good exam ple of his attitude is found 
in his statement regarding the causeway. 
Other 
competent engineers have dem on­ 
strated it can be done; it can be extended 
and from each side of the straits, yet C h ar­ 
lie says if can’t be done. Perhaps he never 
heard of a breakw ater arrangem ent w here 
you could run a boat in most any w’ind and 
behind which car ferries could easily find 
shelter. To cut the distance in tw’o would 
he to double the num ber of boats. 
Another sample of his lack of im agina­ 
tion is in the newly designed boat which 
means rebuilding the docks before it can 
be used. 
Perhaps a third is his attem pt to judge 
ferry service and bridge cost merely 
by 
present traffic or “double” w hat it is now. 
As a m atter of fact w ith a new loop around 
Lake Superior (w hen such road is opened) 
traffic will increase ton, tw enty or even 
fifty times today’s total. 
A fourth exam ple of lack of vision is 
that such a route m ay overnight become 
imperative as a m ilitary highway. There 
should be such a highw ay right up the cen­ 
ter of Michigan; a bridge a n d /o r tunnel 
across; shortened ferry routes to boot, a di­ 
rect wide four-lane road to the Soo area 
and adequate bridge across the river there 
as soon as it can be done. Tt might be w’cll 
to recall that our n ex t great fight m ay 
come from the far north. The U. S. g w ern- 
mont could well be concerned on this point 
and pay a liberal share of the cost. 
In Ins years in office Ziegler has m ade 
few improvem ents in the docks or ferry 
service He has speeded loading and u n ­ 
loading. bu t even this could be improved. 
Boats, while making an attractive trip, lack 
decent toilets half Hie time; paper and sup­ 
plies are generally of short supply; floors 
dirty. There are no magazines, pop, candy, 
sandwiches for sale for regular “ trippers” 
who have seen the view dozens of times.

Coal Producers’ Association analyzed the 
details of this bad contract in actual opera- I 
lion.

comments 
at that time were not 
merely a statem ent of w hat the term s of a 
new contract should be. They w ere also a 
w arning to other industries of w hat trou­ 
ble they might /tot into if th e y signed sim­ 
ilar faulty pen* ion and 
w elfare 
agree­ 
ments, in their haste to get any kind of a 
contract that would permit them to get 
back to work. 
Since 
there 
is now governm ental and 
general public acceptance of the old-age 
pension idea, Mr. Moody says the coal op­ 
erators in his association are willing to ne­ 
gotiate on th at subject. They are inclined 
to believe that pensions should be handled 
on a com pany-by-com pany basis, 
instead 
of on an industry-w ide basis through the 
union. This is intended to prevent abuses 
in paying pensions to those not entitled to 
receive them. 
The catch in this proposal m ay be that if 
a coal operator goes broke, or goes out of 
business, there would be nobody to pay the 
pension. But the w ay tile pension plan has 
been run in the past year, it has resulted 
only in spending nearly all the money in 
the retirement fund, putting it out of com ­ 
mission. 
To prevent this bankrupting of pension 
and welfare funds, 
Moody now proposes 
that the new contract provide three spe­ 
cific safeguards. 
First, that proper sta n ­ 
dards on paym ents be fixed. Second, that 
rules of eligibility for pensions and w elfare 
paym ents be m ade public. Third, th a t the 
powers of the trustees be carefully limited 
and that their discretionary authority to 
decide who gets w hat is entirely elim in­ 
ated.

LEWIS REMAINS ADAMANT 


John L. Lewis has told Moody in one of 
their rare meetings during the past 
five 
m onths that he. Lewis, would never give 
up his discretionary power to decide what 
benefits are paid the m iners and their de­ 
pendents.

But in keeping these 
costs low, the m iners’ w elfare fund has 
been subject to m any abuses. It has been 
easy for any old-tim e m iner to get affi­ 
davits that he worked in the pits 20 or 30 
years ago, and is therefore entitled to a 
pension 
Local union officials have been 
reluctant to turn down any application. 
Spending a little more on a field o rgan­ 
ization, or turning the whole job over to an 
insurance company that would weed out 
Hie chiselers, might have saved the m iners’ 
fund m any millions of dollars. 
G etting John L. Lewis to agree to tighter 
business administration of the w elfare fund 
is expected to be one of the m ajor stum ­ 
bling blocks in getting a new contract with 
the big operators. 
They have had their 
law yers at work, 
drafting new contract 
term s which they believe would take the 
bugs out of the present sloppy adm inistra­ 
tion. But those term s have not been pres­ 
ented to Lewis and will not be m ade p u b ­ 
lic until he shows some inclination to sit 
down and discuss them in contract negotia­ 
tions.
